Motion made by Victor Holtzinger to authorize the Selectmen to 
take whatever action they see necessary in regards to real estate taken 
over for non-payment of taxes. Seconded by R. Theodore Ward, passed by 
voice vote. 


Article 20. This article on the ballot. 


Article 21. Terry Ward made the motion that reports of Committees and 
officers be accepted as written. Seconded by R. Theodore Ward. Passed by 
voice vote. 


Article. 22. Motion made by Victor Holtzinger that the Town of Monroe 
authorize an ad-hoc committee to study the feasibility of establishing a 
“Town Conservation Commission” as provided in New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated RSA Chapter 36-A. 

Such Ad-hoc committee be comprised of no more than ten bona-fide 
Monroe residents selected from volunteers or by appointment. Seconded 
by R. Theodore Ward. Motion Defeated by voice vote. 

There was a discussion of the use of the Town Hall by non-residents of 
Monroe and a motion made by Loren Bort to leave the use of the town hall 
by non-residents of Monroe as is. Seconded by Loring Chace. Passed by 
voice vote. 

Maynard Farr asked that the Town give a round of applause in recogni- 
tion of Donald Guganig for the many years of dedication to the Town of 
Monroe Fire Department.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT—1980 

Another year, another report, time does fly. It’s been a great year in your 
library and an important year for the Librarian. It’s amazing!! The library 
circulation jumped from 12450 in ’79 to 16184 in ’80, an increase 0f 3734 and 
an overall increase since 1973 of 10957. We don’t know what to expect this 
year but have just done the Jan. ’81 figures which show an increase over 
Jan. ’80 of 349 and 700 over Jan. ’79. 

I’m happy to report that on completing the last two of eight academic 
subjects I graduated and received my certificate in Public Library Tech- 
niques at UNH, July 17. I appreciate the opportunity provided by the 
Trustees to take these courses. It was a great personal experience as well 
as a professional one. In gratitude I have presented the Library with a 
Panasonic tape player and several juvenile story tapes which will be used 
in the Library to amuse our young friends while their parents are brows- 
ing. Thank you all. 

We received an important gift from Jack and Laura Bort this year. We 
have been given their slide collection of local interest which they added to 
for some years. This included the slide projector and screen and is a most 
important part of the historical record of our town from the late forties 
through the centennial and into the sixties. 

Our budget has increased this year due to what is increasing yours, heat 
and electricity and the cost of books, magazines, paperbacks have risen 
appreciably since I started buying books in 1974. The usual cost of a hard 
cover atthat time was from $4.95 to $8.95, anything over $10.00 was a special 
book. Now anything under $10.00 is unusual and the norm is from $10.00 to 
$15.00 with particular fiction and non-fiction going for $16.95 to $25.00. 
Paperbacks run from $1.25 to $2.95 depending on the subject and expected 
public interest. We can buy most of our hard cover at a discount but 
paperbacks have to be bought in 3 or more per book to get a discount so 
those we buy off the rack. They still represent quite a saving for certain 
types of books which are read but not necessarily wanted for the long term. 
We’ve found that paperbacks are fairly long lasting and preferred by our 
young adults. We buy only library bound hard cover for the pre-school 
through second grade. They withstand the constant use that the favorites 
among our very young get. As noted above the increase in use of the library 
over the years leads us to feel that we should continue to provide books, 
periodicals and services as we have been doing. We realize that our in- 
crease in circulation is due to the increase in all the above areas and 
periodicals as well. Where we used to pick up magazines or paperbacks at 
the store with the groceries we now find our food budgets do not stretch to 
FOOD for THOUGHT and RELAXATION. Many have come to realize that 
their biggest bargain is their public library. | 

We should mention our magazine collection which is varied and well 
used. We circulated 3355 periodicals last year, up from 1276 in 1974, an 
increase of 2079. This surely reflects the times. Our periodicals are availa- 
ble upstairs for over ten years back. They are filed in order so any needed 
issue is easily found. The grade school, high school and some college 
students make good use of this resource. This year we have 58 magazines 
available, 5 are juvenile, 5 were gifts.

Monroe Clinic Committee Report for 1980 

The year of 1980 was one of numerous developments and changes in the 
operation of the Clinic. 

Dr. Wood was in the process of getting established at the Clinic when 
unexpectedly he accepted a position in South Carolina. Faced with the 
necessity of finding someone to serve as physician in charge the Clinic 
Committee held numerous meetings and interviewed a number of per- 
sons, some without M.D. degree, and had correspondence with others. 
Interviews with a husband and wife team, Dr. Donald Kollisch and Dr. 
Patricia Glowa led to a unanimous decision by committee members to 
enter into contractual relationship with them, but due to previous com- 
mitments they could not come to Monroe until August. For the interim 
period the committee engaged Dr. Rufus McVetty, a retired physician 
from Guildhall. He served the Clinic well although on a daily basis the 
expense to the community was enough greater that the committee overran 
its budget. Consultation with the Selectmen resulted in an arrangement 
whereby all bills were paid. The committee wishes to express apprecia- 
tion to the Selectmen for their interest and cooperation. 

Drs. Kollisch and Glowa began work in August and the committee feels 
that Monroe and the area at large are fortunate to have individuals of their 
interest and ability among us. 

An emotional shock was experienced by the committee and the com- 
munity with the unexpected death of Loren Bort who had served the town 
in a public capacity in various offices over a long period. He had been a 
member of the Clinic Committee since its inception in 1970 and his con- 
cern for its welfare and efforts in its behalf were well known and ap- 
preciated by the other members over the years. To serve the remainder of 
his term the selectmen appointed Edith Anne Emery. 

The committee wishes to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
Barnet for voting annually at town meeting the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars to assist in support of the Monroe Clinic. 

The members of the committee unite in expressing their belief that the 
Clinic is an unusual and distinct asset in bringing medical care to the area. 
Several innovations are in process or under consideration to expand its 
service. Drs. Glowa and Kollisch now have official affiliation with the 
Dartmouth Medical Center and students from there are at the Clinic at 
intervals for observation of medical practices. Other items include the 
developing of a first-aid handbook for homes and a course to train indi- 
viduals to render aid in emergency situations. 

Finally, the committee wishes to cite Nurses Gayle Wormer and Carol 
Bunnell and Secretary Lyn Bandy for conscientious service in their re- 
spective positions. 

The Clinic is open during these hours.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest 
fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city forest 
fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his 
municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must 
be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All 
forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as 
they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention 
and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

As in past years our red phone network has caused a lot of problems and 
never seems to work when needed. We are currently working on eliminat- 
ing this method of fire reporting and going to Central Dispatch operated by 
Twin State Mutual Aid at Grafton County Sheriffs Office in Haverhill, N.H. 

Although the initial cost of the change over tothis system will be slightly 
higher than the red phone system, the overall benefit to the town should 
far exceed the cost factor. With the help of a Federal Grant we were ableto 
purchase 10 Motorola Minitor Pagers which is a start towards the change 
over and has helped to reduce our response time to fires. 

We are also going to have to give serious thought to replacing the 1959 
G.M.C. Pumper at North Monroe. This past year we have experienced 
problems with the engine and have been unable to get parts as this engine 
has been discontinued by G.M.C. The tank is also showing signs of getting 
weak. We have started visiting towns that have purchased new Pumpers in 
the past few years and are looking at different ways of paying for a new 
Pumper. 

I wantto thank the firemen who have again this year putin many hours of 
donated time in keeping the Fire Department and the equipment in order.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report tothe voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

All of a sudden it is very popular to be known as a staunch right wing 
conservative interested in many causes, such as: exploitation of fear and 
anger of a society in transition; budget slashing in social services area 
such as hot lunch program, compensatory education, handicapped educa- 
tion, social security, and many others. 

It is true that education has cost more than any other service during the 
past twenty years but, also, take a long hard look at what public education 
has been asked and told to accomplish during that period of time. We have 
been practically told to “bring up” America’s young people from the cra- 
dle to eighteen years of age. 

We, the schools, are not equipped to do everything everyone expects us 
to do. If we are expected to provide human services, educational services, 
psychological services, health services, and others; we need the help of 
the entire community not only in terms of financial support, but in moral 
and physical support. If we are to change, we must all redefine our roles 
and not simply say or think, ‘“‘Let the school do it.” 

Some of our politicians have commented that “The New Deal died on 
November 5.” Ifthe New Deal did die than what will be the consequence of 
the programs initiated by Lyndon Johnson (Head Start, Title I, etc.) to 
those by James E. Carter. They are still law, and until someone changes the 
law who will support them if funds are non-existent? 

If President Reagan and his budget cutters seek to trim those promised 
billions from the federal budget, they should wield their axes gingerly. 
The administration will be challenged to develop new programs for disad- 
vantaged students—programs that fit into the conservative philosophy 
without negating investments that have already been made. The Congress 
has opened its heart and soul tothe handicapped inthis country by writing 
and implementing a law that serves as the Magna Carta for those less 
fortunate members of our society, but they, the Congress, have sat on their 
pocketbooks as far as paying for the programs they have instituted. 

An interesting notion is developing in Congress and that is a form of 
revenue sharing for education: the ‘block grant.” The federal government 
now has scores of grant programs in education, some large and most small. 
But, currently, each program has its own regulation, its own application 
forms, and its own paperwork requirements. Under handicapped educa- 
tion, for example, there are now separate grant programs for research, 
teacher training, “model projects,” preschool programs, and others. 

There must be a better way to help schools, and the present occupant of 
the White House thinks he has one. The proposition is to lump money for 
the small programs into a few large categories, such as aid for the hand- 
icapped, vocational education and compensatory education. Why not give 
each state one block grant for each category of education and let the state 
spend the money as it chooses? 

The bottom line in this report deals with the realization of how to deal 
with programs already functioning with federal and state dollars if we 
suddenly find our funds cut from under us. Some areas of concern. 

1. School lunch and milk programs. This program has already been cut 

and with federal monies eliminated, how will the programs continue? 
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2. Handicapped Programs. If we are to continue the programs we have, 

we will need funding from both state and federal sources. 

3. Driver Education. State monies are in jeopardy. Do we continue pub- 

lic support, or let the private sector take over? 

4. Compensatory Education. Title I has been singled out as a program to 

be cut by 50%. 

5. Vocational Education. Again, an area which will receive close 

scrutiny. 

6. School Library Services. Funds are certain to be eliminated, or the 

whole program scrapped. 

A more positive aspect of this report deals with the S.A.U. #23 Multi- 
Handicapped Center located at the Woodsville Elementary School. Weare 
providing services for thirteen youngsters from various districts in the 
Unit who otherwise would have to be tuitioned to other centers in the area. 
From a financial point of view, with the advent of the Center we have been 
able to save approximately $30,000.00 in expenditures for individual dis- 
tricts. From an educational viewpoint, we see tremendous social, personal 
and educational achievement in these youngsters. 

Although this Center is catering to the multi-handicapped, we are inthe 
discussion stages of expanding the services to possibly the elderly, the 
gifted and talented, the infant stimulation programs, and others. We feel 
we have the vehicle to provide the service, but must now develop the 
logistics for the entire operation. This will not come to fruition im- 
mediately, but is part and parcel of our long range plans to include all 
agencies in our S.A.U. for services to infants and the elderly. 

We wish to welcome two new staff members to the Monroe Consolidated 
Elementary School teaching roster. Mr. Scott Labun, a graduate of Prince- 
ton University, is our new teaching principal. He has had both classroom 
and administrative experience prior to his tenure here. Miss Jeanne 
LaRose has replaced Mrs. Deborah Fitzgerald Waterman as our teacher in 
grades three and four. Miss LaRose had one year’s teaching experience in 
Vermont. 

Our budget increase for 1981-82 is a moderate one and is in line with the 
current economic trends.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

As is our custom, the school year opened with a two-day workshop for 
S.A.U. #23 staff. The activity was held on August 27th and 28th at the 
Lin-Wood High School. The first day was devoted entirely to career educa- 
tion. The subject was most ably presented by Professor Jack Hruska from 
the Department of Education at the University of Massachusetts. Profes- 
sor Hruska’s presentation centered on an historical outline of the rela- 
tionship between the public education and the job market. Another very 
interesting aspect covered by the lectures was the cultural influences 
which keep young people out of the economic mainstream, alienate them 
from adult society and create many of the behavioral problems that we see 
in the school. Our work in this vital area of Career Education will be 
continued over the next two years by means of a $10,000.00 grant from the 
State. Our goals will be to set up a career materials resource center upon 
which all of our schools may draw to bring the world of work into our 
classrooms and infuse career education into our curriculum. People from 
the community in the various professions and accupations are also being 
used to acquaint children and teachers with the wide variety of career 
opportunities available to them. This project is being most ably directed 
by Mrs. Pauline Harrington of Lin-Wood. 

Another very important subject being developed S.A.U. wide is the 
concept of education for the gifted and talented student. This subject was 
stressed during the second day of our workshop. Paradoxically, the gifted 
and talented issue contains many of the same elements as education for 
the handicapped. Both serve a special group made up ofasmall segment of 
the student population. Both require guidelines for identification and 
selection. Both require special programming inside and outside the regu- 
lar classroom. Last, but certainly not least, extra funding is needed to 
sustain these programs. Present plans call foraS.A.U. wide committee to 
work on these problems, much as we have done inthe area of handicapped 
education. We will not have a gifted and talented program in place by the 
1981-82 school year, but we will have made a beginning. 

At this point an anxious word about federally supported programs. 

If we are to believe the information coming from the office of the Com- 
missioner of Education, we may look for serious cutbacks in federal sub- 
sidies. The Commissioner tells us that our Title I programs may be cut by 
as much as 50%. Title I supports a program of reading improvements for 
those children who are below grade level in this vital area. Title I monies 
are also used to fund a social worker who has been invaluable in coor- 
dinating home-school problems. If cuts come in Title I we can adjust be 
providing fewer services, or since Title I participation is not mandated, we 
could withdraw from the program altogether. In the areas of handicapped 
education and with respect to our school lunch programs, we have few 
options since these programs are mandated. If sufficient federal subsidies 
are not forthcoming then school districts must pick up the difference. We 
have never received the promised amounts to supplement our education 
for the handicapped, and the prospect of cuts in those amounts must be of 
primary concern to educators and taxpayers alike. 
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Four years ago it was common for our various school lunch programs to 
show cash surpluses of three to four thousand dollars. Today for the first 
time in many years we are seeing deficits some of which are quite large. In 
order to determine the reason for these, we compared our school lunch 
figures for the 1976-77 school year with those of the present school year. 
The results will not surprise you. Our food costs have tripled in four years. 
This was due not only to food price increases, but also to the fact that our 
U.S.D.A. government food allotments have been decreased making it 
necessary for us to purchase more and more of our food. During the same 
period our cash reimbursements from the federal government have risen 
slightly, but not nearly enough to offset our losses. In summation, let me 
say that if the federal government cuts subsidies to mandated programs 
they must also reduce our level of compliance. If they do not, local school 
districts must pay the bill. 

I believe that the months ahead will be ones of increasing austerity for 
schools. The key to successful operation will be in our ability to undertake 
a careful proiritization of services which will help to conserve funds and 
at the same time maintain the essentials that insure a quality education 
for the children of our districts.

SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT #23 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 
Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires 
that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the superin- 
tendent and assistant superintendent. 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expense is prorated among 
the several school districts of the Unit on the basis of adjusted valuation. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30. The Superintendent 
of S.A.U. #23 during the 1980-1981 school year, will receive a salary of 
$30,000 prorated among the several school districts. The Assistant 
Superintendent will receive a salary of $24,844.00, prorated among the 
several school districts. Allowance for travel within the Unit for the 
Superintendent is $3,000.00 and for the Assistant Superintendent, 


$2,000.00 also prorated as stated above.
